From  the  Churchman. 

Emclosed  is  a  copy  of  an  essay  which  obtained 
the  Chancellor’s  Prize,  for  the  best  composition  in 
English  Prose,  in  the  University  of  O.\ford,  in  the 
^ar  1803.  The  recent  appointment  of  the  author. 
Daniel  Wilson,  B.  A.  to  the  Bishopric  of  Calcutta, 
may  make  this  juvenile  composition,  acceptable,  at 
the  present  time,  to  your  roarers.  The  prize  com¬ 
positions  of  the  E»',^’a8h  Universities  are  rarely  to 
be  met  m  print.  Most  of  those  which  are  in 
print,  will  be  found  in  different  numbers  of  the 
Classical  Journal.  The  greater  number  of  them, 
however,  are  passed  from  hand  to  band,  in  manu¬ 
script.  Allowances  should,  consequently,  be  made, 
for  errors  which  may  occasionally  arise  from  hasty 
transcription. 

COMMON  SENSE. 

The  powers  of  the  human  mind  have  ever  been 

research.  They 
introduce  us,  when  deeply  pursued,  into  a  bound¬ 
less  range  of  fascinating  speculation. 

WTiat  is  solidly  important,  however,  is  least  in¬ 
cumbered  with  difficulty ;  and  the  subject  which  is 
now  to  be  considered,  cannot  fail  of  proving  a 
source  of  various  instruction. 

Common  sense  is  sometimes  defined  to  bo  that 
power  of  the  mind  by  which  ideas  are  received  and 
compared,  but  it  is  usually  considered  as  the  ordin 
ary  judgment  of  mankind,  implanted  by  the  Crea¬ 
tor,  and  capable  of  perceiving  truth  when  presented 
to  it,  by  simple  intuition.  In  proportion  as  the 
mind  can  bring  at  once  under  its  review,  a  larger 
number  of  ideas,  and  determine  on  their  accord¬ 
ance  or  disagreements,  is  the  strength  of  this  fac¬ 
ulty.  Its  appearances  and  operations  may  be  im 
proved  by  culture,  and  by  a  union  in  the  same 
mind  of  more  e.\alted  talents. 

Its  influence  is  wide  and  important.  Extend 
ing  its  sway  over  all  the  transactions  of  life,  it 
claims  a  rank  from  the  frequency,  if  not  from  the 
splendor,  of  its  ettects,  of  no  trifling  elevation. — 
The  multitudfes  who  in  every  state  subsist  by  per¬ 
sonal  labor,  are  indebted  to  it  for  all  the  limited  at¬ 
tainments  which  their  situations  require.  The 
commercial  branches  of  societyderive  equal  benefit 
from  iU  exercise ;  it  guides  their  endeavors,  directs 
their  enterprises,  and  secures  their  8u<M:e8s.  Its 
influence  reaches  even  to  the  highest  order*;  of  the 
community ;  for  no  rank  of  men  he  at  liberty 
to  neglect  its  dictates,  so  far  as  they  are  the  rules 
of  domestic  propriety.  '  Indeed,  by  a  conformity  to 
the  guidacce  of  common  sense,  the  great  body  ^ 
mankind,  without  talents  of  any  brilliancy  or  ex¬ 
tent,  pass  through  life  with  reputation,  and  meet 
its.  duties  with  sufficient  exactness.  It  is  essential 
therefore  to  the  happiness  of  society,  and  although 
it  does  not,  when  alone,  often  lead  to  celebrity,  at 
least,  it  rescues  ■  men  from  insfgnificance,  and 
secures  to  them  the  most  solid  benefit. 

It  win  be  found,  indeed,  that  the  most  weighty 
concerns  of  life  arc  not  so  frequently  at  the  dispo¬ 
sal  of  genius  and  imagination,  as  of  the  plain  max¬ 
ims  of  an  ordinary  judgment. 

The  more  splendid*  faculties  of  the  mind  may  by 
their  rapid  associations  surprise  and  enchant  us ; 
they  may  challenge  our  applause,  and  arrest  for  the 
moment  every  interfering  claim ;  but  we  regulate 
our  conduct  by  a  more  sober  guide.  The  luxuri¬ 
ance  of  genius  is  corrected,  the  fervors  of  the  im¬ 
agination^  are  suffered  to  cool ;  and  we  adopt  not 
our  hasty  discoveries,  but  the  result  of  temperate 
examination.  Nor  is  this  wonderful.  If  the  or¬ 
dinary  occupations  of  life  depended  for  their  eflica^ 
cy*  on  the  decision  of  superior  faculties,  the  most 
important  as  well  as  the  most  numerous  transac¬ 
tions  of  the  world  must  fail.  It  is  therefore  a  hap¬ 
py  transaction,  that,  while  the  ligher  and  less  mo- 
mqptous  divisions  of  the  elegant  arts  are  the  prov¬ 
ince  of  genius,  the  extensive  and  unbounded  rimgc 
of  ordinary  affairs  is  under  the  dominion  of  a  com¬ 
mon,  though  inferior,  talent. 

That  this  representation  is  accurate,  will.be 
manifest,  if  we  recollect  the  fatal  mischibfs  which 
t^  abuse  of  common  sense  has  uniformly  occa¬ 
sioned.  When  ignorance,  or  fear,  or  an  imagina¬ 
tion  unduly  excited,  have  fjnr  a  season  suspended 
its  influence,  characters  at  other  times  the  most 

collected,  have  acted  with  manifest  absurdity. _ 

What  is  there  so  irrational,  which  men  of  the  first 
gener^  talents  have  not  ^pted,  when  under  the 
inritatioii  of  favorite  theories  they  have  aegieoted 
the  dictates  of  a  sober  judgment?  Wliat  e^ieroee 
have  not  been  proposed?  What  meaauree  not 
adopted  ?  Whathopes  not  encouraged  ? .  Whafnafl  I 


and  incoherent  el^iectations  have  not  been  formed, 
when,  to  the  neglect  of  common  sense,  men  have 
suffered  their  minds  to  be  inflamed  with  some  fond 
and  extravagant  project?  Their  imaginations  hav¬ 
ing  been  once  strongly  roused,  the  magnitude  of 
their  contrivance  has  appeared  to  them  to  be  only 
equalled  by  the  necessity  of  accomplishing  it. — 
They  have  forgotten  intervening  obstacles,  over¬ 
looked  the  uncertainly  of  human  afihirs,  considered 
success  as  already  insured,  and  lost  at  length  in  ru¬ 
inous  speculation,  that  wealth  and  opportunity 
which  in  the  sober  advances  of  regular  employment 
would  have  secured  to  them  every  object  of  rea¬ 
sonable  ambition.  The  event  has  been  similar  in 
the  concerns  of  literature.  The  judgment  at  any 
time  neglected,  what  inconsistencies  have  disgra¬ 
ced  the  pursuits  of  the  critic,  the  philosopher,  and 
the  divine!  It  has  ever  been  the  unhappiness  of 
more  than  one  celebrated  name,  by  the  unaccount¬ 
able  fascination  of  an  hypothesis,  to  waste  the  first 
talents  and  the  richest  stores  of  learning  in  fruitless 
industry.  Their  works  may  be  valuable  indeed, 
for  their  adventitious  excellencies,  but  the  object 
of  their  labors  has  long  sunk  into  merited  and  uni¬ 
versal  neglect. 

The  abscence  of  common  sense  has  been  not 
less  fatally  marked  in  the  affairs  of  nation.**.  The 
expedition  to  the  Holy  Land  remains  an  uncom¬ 
mon  instance  of  the  weakness  of  the  human  mind, 
and  from  the  miseries  which  a  simple  and  early 
recurrence  to  an  unbiassed  judgment  would  have 
delivered  mankind.  The  conduct  of  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  Munster  under  the  influence  of  the  Ana- 
BArrisTs  has,  from  a  similar  deficiency,  tarnished 
the  annals  of  the  16th  century.  The  condemna¬ 
tion,  on  some  parts  of  the  continent,  of  the  earlier 


physiology,  as  having  a  tendency  to  Atheism,  pro 
ceeded  from  no  other  source.  But  every  monu¬ 
ment  of  the  fatal  effects  of  a  dereliction  of  this  fac¬ 
ulty,  with  regard  to  nations,  is  absorbed  by  a  review 
of  the  unparallelled  disasters  which  have  so  lately 
distracted  Europe.  These  calamities  may  be  tra¬ 
ced,  indeed,  to  a  higher  origin ;  yet,  if  common 
SENSE  had  not  been  disregarded  in  the  general 
overthrow,  the  evils  which  we  can  now  only  lament, 
if  they  were  too  impetuous  to  be  prevented,  would 
surely  have  received  some  mitigation  of  their  hor¬ 
ror.  It  has  accordingly  been  by  a  recurrence, 
however  partial  or  insincere,  to  this  important 
guide,  that  any  appearance  of  tranquility,  or  any 
approach  to  the  intercourses  of  society,  promise 
at  length  to  soAen  the  miseries  of  innovation.

THE  YOUNG  CLERGYMAN’S  FUNERAL. 

I  H'andered  for  miles  beyond  the  suburbs  of  the 
city,  fascinated  by  the  beauty  of  the  morning  and 
the  loveliness  of  the  surrounding  objects,  till  I 
found  myself  in  the  vicinity  of  a  village,  and  my 
eye  resting  on  a  neat  modest  little  church,  white 
as  the  untrodden  snow,  at  whose  sacred  gates,  a 
crowd  of  well  dressed  villagers  were  assembled. 
The  bell  was  chiming  in  unusually  slow  and  so- 
arrived  just  in  time' w  a  liinerai.  ihe‘  piittr'Ul 
graves  lay  around  the  little  church  in  the  form  of  a 
semicircle,  and  was  laid  out  and  decorated  with 
more  taste  then  is  common  in  the  villages  contigu 
ous  to  the  city.  As  the  procession  had  not  arrived, 
I  entered  the  church  yard  and  stationed  myself  on 
a  tomb  stone  near  the  new  dug  grave,  to  wait  the 
services  of  the  dead.  I  had  remained  but  a  few 
moments  when  1  was  attracted  by  the  waving  of 
white  plumes,  and  then  a  long  train  slowly  wound 
up  the  valley,  giving  me  a  full  opportunity  by  rea¬ 
son  of  my  elevated  position  to  mark  their  order 
and  variety.  It  was  truly  an  imposing  and  inter¬ 
esting  scene.  A  number  of  sweet  little  children, 
neatly  dressed,  the  girls  in  white,  wi<h  bunches 
of  flowers  in  their  hands,  all  unbonneted  came 
first ;  a  venerable  clergyman  supported  by  two  ve¬ 
ry  ancient  men,  and  followed  by  the  fathers  and 
matrons  of  the  village  preceded  the  hearse,  which 
came  along  surrounded  by  young  men  with  white 
scarfs  and  their  heads  uncovered.  The  proces¬ 
sion  closed  with  a  vast  assemblage  of  both  sexes 
and  of  all  ages,  many  of  them  de^ly  aflerted  and 
in  tears.  As  they  passed  round  the  church  yard  I 
was  struck  with  the  simplicity  and  solemnity  of  the 
scene*  There  was  a  mingled  air  of  concern,  re¬ 
signation,  and  pent  up  deep  feeling  visible  on 
every  iace  ;  not«  word  was  spoken,  scarcely  the 
noise  of  a  foot  fall  heard  ;  all  was  silence,  and  awe, 
aigLpious  meditation.

I  wa.s  attract¬ 
ed  especially  by  the  dear  little  children  ,*  they  wept 
and  clung  to  the  grave  where  the  flowers  were 
heaped  which  they  had  placked  that  morning  to 
mingle  with  the  remains  of  their  beloved  young 
pastor,  to  sleep  and  wither  on  his  eoflln  bathed  in 
their  chaste  tears.  O,  it  was  a  sweet  scene,  such 
as  angels  love  to  look  upon !  Blesteti  are  the  dead

The  Egcd  clerg^an  was  carried  in  a  state  of 
insensibility  to  his  house,  and  the  next  morning  his 
pure  spirit  was  united  to  his  beloved  son’s  in  the 
eternal  embraces  of  a  holy  aflection  never  to  be 
internipted  in  the  realms  of  cloudless  beauty.

INTELLECTUAL  TREACHING. 

The  following  thoughts  oS  intellectual  preaching 
we  copy  from  an  excellent  work,  entitled  ''Saturday 
Evening,'^  hy  the  niithur  of  the  “  Natural  History  of 
Enthusiasm.” 

The  mode  of  preaching  that  has  been  aflected- 
ly  termed — the  intellectual,  will  hardly  be  made 
to  consist  with  a  bold,  simple  and  cordial  procla¬ 
mation  of  the  message  of  mercy. — Its  intention  is 
not  the  same,  its  means  are  not  the  same  ;  and  the 
fruit  of  it  will  be — obkise  indiflerence  in  relation  to 
to  the  most  affecting  objects  of  Chiistian  faith. 
The  tendency,  at  the  present  moment,  towards  in¬ 
telligent  frigidity,  is  i  grave  matter,  and  one  espe¬ 
cially  which  should  lead  to  a  consideration  of  our 
several  systems  of  clerical  education.  The  cause 
of  so  great  a  practiqil  error  should  be  known,  if  it 
be  true,  that  iiumbcrl  of  those  who  come  forth  upon 
the  church  os  candidates  for  the  Christian  minis¬ 
try,  are  fraught  with  all  qualifications  and  all  ac¬ 
quirements — rather  tian  fervor  and  simplicity  in 
proclaiming  the  glad  tidings  of  life. 

There  should  here  be  mentioned  an  unhappy 
consequence  that  hat  flowed  from  the  natural  but 
very  ill-judged  ambiion  of  young  and  aspiring 
preachers  to  follow  tL*  train  of  thought  and  to  im¬ 
itate  the  style,  of  cettain  eminent  religious  writ-

especially  if  it  springs  from  a  motive  of  vanity ;  is 
it  not  evident,  that  the  pulpit  and  the  press  ought  to 
fill  diflerent  spheres  1  The  writer  forfeits  his  prop¬ 
er  advantage  if  he  dees  nothing  more  than — 
preach  in  print ;  and  the  preacher  forgets  all  that 
is  serious  and  momentous  in  his  office,  when  he 
utters  from  the  pulpit,  that  which,  to  produce 
its  due  effect,  must  be  spread  before  the  eye,  and 
which  therefore,  when  listened  to,  will  not  move 
the  conscience.  A  religious  writer  may  very 
properly,  (nay  he  ought  to  do  so,)  select  sub¬ 
jects,  and  pursue  a  line  of  thought,  and  employ  a 
style  all  of  which  are  unsuited  to  the  cars  of  a  pro¬ 
miscuous  assembly.  Well  would  it  be  if,  on  the 
one  hand,  our  writers  would  always  set  themselves 
a  task  more  specific,  and  more  difficult  too,  than 
that  of  printing  public  exercises;  and  on  the  other, 
if  our  preachers  would  cherish  an  ambition  far 
more  becoming  to  them,  and  more  truly  noble,  than 
that  of  being  esteemed  masters  of  on  elaborate 
style. 

Do  we  then  m^ikc  void  the  utility  of  mental  ac¬ 
quirements  and  intellectual  power  in  the  preach¬ 
ers  of  the  Gospel? — Nay  rather,  we  establish  the 
necessity  of  both.  The  advancement  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  generally,  in  knowledge,  demands  that  their 
teachers  should  move  on  at  least  at  an  equal  rate. 

'  Aiai  nr.*o  the  simplicity  of  the  spirit, 

that  slenderness  in  the  mode  of  thinking  w^ich 
lead  the  mind  to  employ  itself  on  secondary  mat¬ 
ters,  and  which  especially  compel  it  to  spread  over 
as  broad  a  surface  as  possible.  There  is  a  nat¬ 
ural  process  in  the  world  of  mind,  of  which  men 
whose  engagements  arc  intellectua^fl^u^ always 
be  aware.  The  tnilial  part  of  this  prticess  con¬ 
sists  in  the  expansion — we  might  say,  the  scatter¬ 
ing  of  the  faculties  over  a  wide  field,  while  new 
ideas  from  a  thousand  sources  are  daily  coming  in. 
The  after-part,  which  is  properly  the  maturing  of 
the  mind,  is,  its  method,  the  reverse  of  the  first ; — 
it  is  the  process  of  concentration,  of  condensation; 
— it  is  the  bringing  of  all  materials,  and  of  all 
faculties,  to  a  point,  upon  that  one  principal  mat¬ 
ter  which  has  already  boen  chosen  as  the  worthy 
object  of  the  man’^  most  energetic  devotion.  In 
this  finishing  of  a  mfn  for  his  work,  it  may  seem  as  if 
the  mental  dimensbns  he  had  just  reached  were 
contracting;  as  if  he  were  drawing  back  from  the 
ground  he  had  occupied;  as  if  he  were  resigning 
•what  yrsterday  he  eq^crly  grasped.  But  it  is  not 
so.  The  spirit  is  orly  gathering  itself  up  to  act. 

Now  if  this  proce^  be  arrested  just  at  the  jimc- 
ture  of  the  initial  andlhc  conclusive  port,  the  conse¬ 
quence  is  a  loss 'of (he  sp^iol  adrantage  of  rude 
and  simple  fen’or,  '^1  native  force,  without  the 
compensation  whiffi  more  progress  would  have 
secured.  If  the  roung  preacher  steps  into  the 
pulpit  at  the  very  raoment  when  all  the  blooming 
petals  of  the  miift  'have  spread  themselves  out  to 
the  utmost,  to  gel  light  and  air,  and  the  scorching 
beams  of  public  /ife  wither  the  blossom,  the  germ 
falls  to  the  grouid. 

No  man  of  mdure  understanding  who  has  seri¬ 
ously  fixed  himtelf  in  the  great  purpose  of  devot¬ 
ing  all  the  force*  he  possesses  to  the  work  of  the 
Gospel,  will  thiik  that  any  kind  of  knowledge  he 
may  have  accqdrcd,  or  any  species  of  mental  la¬ 
bor  to  which  h)  may  have  become  familiar,  is  ab¬ 
solutely  unaviilable  for  promoting  his  design. 
There  is  nothiig  cKtrinsic  or  foreign  in  literature, 
or  science,  thc|e  is  nothing  difficult  or  profound  in 
the  region  of  aistrua*  philosophy,  there  is  no  habit 
of  meditation  <r  of  aislraction,  which  he  will  look 
upon  as  worth  css.  In  relation  to  the  arduous  and 
all-comprehcnable  vork  of  leading  the  spirit  of 
men  into  tlie  pth  <f  truth.  But  then  there  arc 
none  of  these  iiraeliicd  faculties,  that  he  will  for  a 
moment  regard  in  other  light,  than  as  a  means 
to  the  end  whies  hi;^o«l  hr.s  embraced.  To  give 
honor  to  the  world.  Bid  to  lead  to  the  arms  of  mer¬ 
cy  the  lost,  is  the  \fnrk  he  has  put  his  hand  to ; 
and  he  can  please  h^self  in  nothing,  but  success 
in  this  great  endravolr. 

We  arc  not  tlien  fraid,  lest  the  gospel  should 
be  spoiled  by  learni*  and  intelligence  ;  but  we 
desire  that  both  sbouf  be  concentrated  upon,  and 
devoted  to  ffio  one  f  orthy  enterprise  which  the 
Christian  Ministry  h4  in  view.

order  which  the  Deity  has  estahlisbed  in  bis  works. 
When  we  endeavor  to  pry  into  the  iMiuees  of  this 
order,  we  perceive  ffie  operation  of  powers  which

They  will  bo  the  first  to  acknowledge,  that  the 
highest  acquirement  of  human  wisdom,  is  to  ad¬ 
vance  to  that  line  which  is  its  legitiiuate  boundary, 
and  there,  contemplating  the  wondrous  field  which 
lies  beyond  it,  to  bend  in  bumble  adoration  bhfore  j 
a  wisdom  which  it  cannot  fathom,  and  a  power 
which  it  cannot  comprehend. — MethodUt  1‘rott*- 
tant.
